§1706. Savings provisions

(a) Termination of national emergencies pursu-
ant to National Emergencies Act

(1) Except as provided in subsection (b) of this
section, notwithstanding the termination pursu-
ant to the National Emergencies Act [60 U.S.C.
1601 et seq.] of a national emergency declared for
purposes of this chapter, any authorities grant-
ed by this chapter, which are exercised on the
date of such termination on the basis of such na-
tional emergency to prohibit transactions in-
volving property in which a foreign country or
national thereof has any interest, may continue
to be so exercised to prohibit transactions in-
volving that property if the President deter-
mines that the continuation of such prohibition
with respect to that property is necessary on ac-
count of claims involving such country or its
nationals.

(2) Notwithstanding the termination of the au-
thorities described in section 101(b) of this Act,
any such authorities, which are exercised with
respect to a country on the date of such termi-
nation to prohibit transactions involving any
property in which such country or any national
thereof has any interest, may continue to be ex-
ercised to prohibit transactions involving that
property if the President determines that the
continuation of such prohibition with respect to
that property is necessary on account of claims
involving such country or its nationals.

(b) Congressional termination of national emer-
gencies by concurrent resolution

The authorities described in subsection (a)(1)
of this section may not continue to be exercised
under this section if the national emergency is
terminated by the Congress by concurrent reso-
lution pursuant to section 202 of the National
Emergencies Act [60 U.S.C. 1622] and if the Con-
gress specifies in such concurrent resolution
that such authorities may not continue to be ex-
ercised under this section.

(c) Supplemental savings provisions;
sedure of inconsistent provisions

(1) The provisions of this section are supple-
mental to the savings provisions of paragraphs
(1), (2), and (3) of section 101(a) [60 U.S.C.
1601(a)(1), (2), (3)] and of paragraphs (A), (B), and
(C) of section 202(a) [60 U.S.C. 1622(a)(A), (B), and
(C)] of the National Emergencies Act.

(2) The provisions of this section supersede the
termination provisions of section 101(a) [50
U.S.C. 1601(a)] and of title II [50 U.S.C. 1621 et
seq.] of the National Emergencies Act to the ex-
tent that the provisions of this section are in-
consistent with these provisions.

(d) Periodic reports to Congress

If the President uses the authority of this sec-
tion to continue prohibitions on transactions in-
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volving foreign property interests, he shall re-
port to the Congress every six months on the use
of such authority.

§1707. Multinational economic embargoes
against governments in armed conflict with
the United States

(a) Policy on the establishment of embargoes

It is the policy of the United States, that upon
the use of the Armed Forces of the United
States to engage in hostilities against any for-
eign country, the President shall, as appro-
priate—

(1) seek the establishment of a multi-
national economic embargo against such coun-
try; and

(2) seek the seizure of its foreign financial
assets.

(b) Reports to Congress

Not later than 20 days after the first day of
the engagement of the United States in hos-
tilities described in subsection (a) of this sec-
tion, the President shall, if the armed conflict
has continued for 14 days, submit to Congress a
report setting forth—

(1) the specific steps the United States has
taken and will continue to take to establish a
multinational economic embargo and to initi-
ate financial asset seizure pursuant to sub-
section (a) of this section; and

(2) any foreign sources of trade or revenue
that directly or indirectly support the ability
of the adversarial government to sustain a
military conflict against the United States.

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§ 1801. Definitions

As used in this subchapter:
(a) “Foreign power’”’ means—

(1) a foreign government or any component
thereof, whether or not recognized by the
United States;

(2) a faction of a foreign nation or nations,
not substantially composed of United States
persons;

(3) an entity that is openly acknowledged
by a foreign government or governments to
be directed and controlled by such foreign
government or governments;

(4) a group engaged in international ter-
rorism or activities in preparation therefor;

(b) a foreign-based political organization,
not substantially composed of United States
persons;

(6) an entity that is directed and con-
trolled by a foreign government or govern-
ments; or

(7) an entity not substantially composed of
United States persons that is engaged in the
international proliferation of weapons of
mass destruction.

(b) ‘“‘Agent of a foreign power’” means—
(1) any person other than a United States
person, who—

(A) acts in the United States as an offi-
cer or employee of a foreign power, or as a
member of a foreign power as defined in
subsection (a)(4) of this section;

(B) acts for or on behalf of a foreign
power which engages in clandestine intel-
ligence activities in the United States con-
trary to the interests of the United States,
when the circumstances of such person’s
presence in the United States indicate
that such person may engage in such ac-
tivities in the United States, or when such
person knowingly aids or abets any person
in the conduct of such activities or know-
ingly conspires with any person to engage
in such activities;

(C) engages in international terrorism or
activities in preparation therefore;

(D) engages in the international pro-
liferation of weapons of mass destruction,
or activities in preparation therefor; or

(E) engages in the international pro-
liferation of weapons of mass destruction,
or activities in preparation therefor for or
on behalf of a foreign power; or

(2) any person who—

(A) knowingly engages in clandestine in-
telligence gathering activities for or on be-
half of a foreign power, which activities in-
volve or may involve a violation of the
criminal statutes of the United States;
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
